I tures of modern times, the former 
mine sweeper “Peary” has been put 
into prosaic service as a United 
States survey ship. 
It la engaged 
in making soundings for charts of 
Lake Michigan. 
The Peary was laid down at the 
order of the French gavernment for 
duty as a mine sweeper near Fort 
William. 
Ont.. during the World 
war. 
It emerged safely from the 
assignment in which 
two 
sister 
ships disappeared and never were 
heard from. 
At the close of the war the Peary 
was purchased by Hie expeditions 
Of 
Commander 
Richard 
Evelyn 
Byrd aud Donuld R McMillan and 
used In their celebrated Polar trips. 
It survived arduous battles with ice 
and storm to return to the United 
States, unscathed. 
The Peary was then sold to a 
Now York sportsman who used it 
in a big game hunting expedition 
to Africa. The ship then was placed 
in the records as a treasure hunter. 
the 
property of James 
Brantley, 


who had become convinced of tho 
existence of an uncharted tropical 
island which held riches in buried 
treasure. 
After a futile but romantic quest 
for the gold, the Peary wus sold a 
year ago to the United States gov 
eminent and was used as an in­ 
spection ship 
This year it has 
entered the survey service, replae 
lug the obsolete “Marguerite.”
